it has ever been my pleasure to behold 
and it scorns as though the owners 
said scenery havo taken particular pain

door-yards. 
Lafayette, as a city, i 


deficient in not having water works 
There are very few reasons, however 
why she should not have them, as th 
Wabnsh river and a canal run righ 
through tho city. A short trip ou 
from Lafuyetto to tho famous battl 
grounds was quite interesting. It wa 
none other than tho place where Gen 
Harrison fought tho bloody battle o 
Tippccanoo. Tho greater part of th 
ground is now covered with fast ripen 
ing corn, but there is, in that vicinity 
:i beautiful grove, whore camp meeting 
and picnics aro often held. In th 
trees around there can bo seen th 
marks of tho bullets and shot fired ii 
tho battle. 


I took passage on the south-boun 


passenger train for Indianapolis at 9 o 
ni, Tuesday, whore I arrived afte 
about three hours' ride, on a j-lcasan 
morning.

DEATH 
OF BISHOP MOR 
HIS. 


The telegraph brings information u 


tho death of Rev. Thomas A. Morris 
D. D., Senior Bishop of the Mothodis 
Episcopal Church, which, event too" 
place at his home in Springfield!, Ohio 
on Wednesday. Bishop Morris was 
native of Virginia, haying been born i 
Kanawha county, on the 28th of Apri 
1794. 
He entered the ministry, as . 


travelling preacher in the Ohio Confer 
enoe, in 1817. He was ordained dea 
con by Bishop George, and subsequent 
ly elder, by Bishop Roberts. 
For th 


next sixteen years he served as an itin 
orant in Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee 
and when tho Wcilern Chrtitian Ad 
oncate was established in Cincinnati, in 
1833, he was made its editor. He fill 
ed the chair very acceptably until 1836 
when he was elected to the office o 
Bishop. 
In 1841 McKendree Colleg 


conferred upon him the degree of D. D 
For a number of years Bishop Morri 
bad been almost wholly incapacity 
from active duty through the natura 
infirmities of age, combined with the 
lingering effects of a stroke of paralysi 
by which he was overcome some year 
ago. 
He retained his mental faculties 


however, in full power till tho lost, anc 
bis interest in the church and of Chris 
tianity never knew ab.tement, - H 
was widtly known as a man of remark 
able power, in his prime, as a devou 
ind consistent Christian and a kind- 
hearted, pleasant, companionable man
